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This is a decision on the "Petition to Accept New Declaration Under 37 CFR 1.64(a) and 37 CFR 
1.47(a) filed May 1 1, 2001. The petition under 37 CFR 1.64(a) shall be treated as a petition under 
37 CFR 1.182 to withdraw the previously filed declaration and as a petition under 1.183 to waive 
the requirements of 37 CFR 1 .67. 

The petition under 3 7 CFR 1 . 1 82 is GRANTED. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.183 is GRANTED. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.47(a) is MOOT. 

The instant petition was filed on May 11, 2001, after petitioner realized that the originally filed 
declaration incorrectly claimed priority to provisional application 60/078,625. In the instant petition, 
petitioner requests that this error be corrected by the acceptance of the declaration filed with the 
instant petition. It is noted, however, that petitioner alleges that petitioner was unable to obtain the 
signature of inventor Ku on the new declaration and has, therefore, filed a petition under 37 CFR 
1 .47(a) accordingly. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.182, the declaration originally filed will be withdrawn and replaced 
by the new declaration filed May 1 1, 2001. Pursuant to 37 CFR 1 . 1 83, the requirements of 3 7 CFR 
1.67 will be waived and the signatures as provided on the originally filed declaration will be applied 
to the new declaration filed as no substantive attestations made by the inventors were affected by the 
correction to the priority data. The petition under 37 CFR 1.47(a) is, therefore, moot.
